U.S. Judge W. Wallace Kent Tuesday restrained the cily 


from enforcing the ordinance because it did not comply with 
Mate and U.S. Supreme court rulings. Henderson said the 
judges action was against a particular ordinance (Bonlon 
Harbor s) and not all laws covering pornography. 


Kcnl found the Benton Harbor law defective because it 


oid not state that a person must knowingly possess and sell 


pornographic material, according to Henderson. 


At the same time, the judge reversed Ihe conviction of 


William K. Palmer, 27, who was convicted last monlh in 
Fifth District court of selling pornography. A major part 
of Palmer's defense was that he did not know there was 
obscene material at Midwest News Service. 102 West Main 
slreel, where he was a clerk. 


The book store was raided by cily police and Palmer was 


arrested on Feb. 20, the same day Ihu store opened. 


Henderson said the ordinance on pornography is part of 


the city's disorderly code. He believes Tuesday's ruling in 
U.S. District court was the first time it had been tested.
